The prior art of records to Rogers; Smith, Krummel; Mak; Otten and all other cited references, 
taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest the specific structure or the method for 
facilitating a reading of a barcode using a manual optical reader comprising, among other things, a 
manual optical reader/hand scanner that is operable to required that, prior to scanning the first code bar 
therein, the manual optical reader/scanner must have a predetermined acceleration along the 
longitudinal axis of the barcode; a non-encoded graphic element disposed on the longitudinal code axis 
adjacent the barcode at the beginning thereof relative to the encoded sequence and spaced apart from 
the nearest code bars by a distance of at least 10 times a minimum unit width for the code bars, 
wherein the non-encoded graphic element indicating the beginning for a scan operation by the scanner 
as set forth in the claimed combinations.
